SAC tours 
Old Globe 
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College goes cable as Group W plugs in

Santa Ana College, with the help of the 
-city of Santa Ana, will soon be entering the 
cable television age. 
Installation of four. satellite dishes and a 
90-foot antenna for the system will begin 


within the next two weeks, according to | 


Richard Anderson, the Group W Cable 
general manager. 


By early next year, all 67,000 Santa Ana 
households will be able to receive up to 120 
cable channels — featuring everything from 
Home Box Office to public access programs 
locally-produced at SAC’s Centennial 
Education Center (CEC). 


“It gives us an opportunity at a time when 
resources are such a problem, to get into a 
current forward-moving technology that we 
would not be able to otherwise,” said Jan 
Parks, the director of Media Services. 


SAC’s participation in the set-up includes: 


responsibility for the public access portion 
of the cable television package. A 3,100- 
square foot studio is scheduled to be built at 
the CEC. 

In addition, several existing classrooms 


there will be converted to handle television- 
related instruction. 


~“We can use these classrooms,” Parks 


said, “because continuing education and 
other programs are reducing which was 
releasing some space.” 

- That, according to Parks, was one of the 
reasons for locating the cable television 
complex at CEC. “We felt that anything on 
campus or across the street at the Language 


Assessment Center had too many — 


negatives.” she said. 

e “A lot of the negatives had to do with an 
adverse impact on other programs,” Parks 
continued. “So we settled on the CEC — its 
only real negative was that it wasn’t on 
campus, it is three-and-a-half miles away.” 


SAC will receive $350,000 from the city to 
help finance the construction of the studio. 
Also, the school is guaranteed for the public 
access operation a minimum annual 
payment of $85,000 for the life of the 15-year 
franchise. 

The city, in turn, will be receiving $240,000 
a year from Group W Cable. The cable 
company will obtain its money by charging 
subscribers $6.90 per month for the basic 


90-channel service. Also available to viewers 
will be 1Q premium options — which 
includes HBO, Disney and Showtime — for 
an extra fee of $7.50 per month for each one 
selected. 

Group W Cable, formerly Teleprompter, 
beat out eight other cable companies for the 
right to negotiate with the city for its 
potentially lucrative franchise last June. 


Anderson predicted that once the system 
is fully operational early next year, about 50 
to 60 percent of the city’s households will 
initially subscribe to the service. 


Santa Ana has been divided into six 
different areas for cable installation — each 
consisting of about 10,000 homes, according 
to John Palacio, the executive assistant to 
the city manager. 

The first phase to be connected is the area 
north of Edinger Street to the city’s 
boundaries and between Bristol and Main 
Street. Service will be available immediately 


_ after the area is hooked up in late May or 


early June, Palacio said. 

SAC is included in the second area of the 
city to be connected by September, which is 
everything north and west of Bristol and

Edinger to the Santa Ana River. 

In addition to the public access 
component, SAC will handle two other parts 
of the cable television package, according to 
Parks. - 

One channel will be dedicated to airing 
telecourses which are offered for credit by 
the school. Presently, they are shown over 
television stations such as KOCE in 
Huntington Beach and KCET in Los 
Angeles. 

Parks said the scheduling of the 
telecourses will be presented at times more 
convenient to student schedules. Generally, 
they are now aired during the early morning 
hours by the stations. 

SAC will also eventually provide an 
interactive channel for research and 
development. Potential uses include 
broadcasting in-service training modules 
into public agencies, like fire stations and 
libraries, with a response capability. 


Many college officials, including SAC 
President Bill Wenrich, are excited about 
the offerings the cable television package 
will provide. “It is one of the major 
opportunities for students:and the college to 
serve the community,” he said. 
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Board decides== Cut!

has rendered a decision that it has 
collectively referred to as “one of 
the most difficult to make in a very 
long time.” 

Alluding to the $1.2 million 
budget deficit, the board decided 

“on cuts that included reduction 
and/or elimination in 10 academic 
areas. 

The most drastic appears to be 
the elimination of the Sheriff's 
Academy, although there is some 
speculation as to whether or not 
money might be found elsewhere 
to reinstate that program. 
Meanwhile, a four-month notice 
will be given, which satisfies the 
contractual agreement for 
termination. 

Assistant Sheriff Walter Fath 
addressed the board with input 
indicating that the county would 
be willing to lower the cost of the 
program by absorbing some of the 
salary cost for instructors, 
reiterating that the county hoped 
to continue its “fine relationship 
with SAC.” :

Tuition protest 


Students to lobby legislature for college support

Students on SAC’s campus are organizing with the 
primary intent of lobbying Sacramento for 
community college funding. Their plea to secure 
income for the community college system is in direct 
response to Governor George Deukmejian’s 
proposal for community college tuition. . 

The proposal calls for ‘students to pay a $50 fee per 
semester for full-time and $30 for part-time, effective 
in the fall of 1983.-If implemented, the income due to 
the tuition would be forwarded to Sacramento as a 
means of supplementing the state deficit. The money 
acquired through the tuition would not be available 


‘ for the community colleges. 


Though the community college- system would not 


_ directly receive the funds gathered by tuition, the 


state budget that has been recommended does not 
entail a cut in the financial support that already exists, 
according to William Wenrich. 

“It is a form of tax on students in order that the 
state may gain the revenue which they need,” 
commented Wenrich. 

“T would support the idea ofa free education for up 
to 60 or 70 units, but then a charge for those students 
who go beyond,” Wenrich added. 

The formation of the committee in the effort to 
organize students in a protest against Deukmejian’s 
proposal was lead by Sheila Leamen, an African. 


Studies major at SAC, and was overseen by Georgia 
Mabbutt, director of Women Studies at SAC. 

The group has received full authorization to 
promote their plea for student action. According to 
Leamen, if the installation of tuition is accepted easily, 
then it leaves students wide open to annual increases. 

The committ as requestet that students and 
faculty alike write letters to Sacramento indicating 
opposition to tuition at the community college level. 

In the guidelines for lobbying Sacrdmento, the 
group has established several general arguments in 
favor of public education which those interested SAC 
students can utilize. 

Among other points, the committee has addressed 
the issue of the community college as an integral part 
of the community and the institution’s role as a 
service to the less-advantaged. 

The guidelines also emphasize that community 
colleges can be beneficial in retraining people for 
employment in the field of high technology. 

The committee has suggested solutions in the 
direction of formulating a plan to permanently fund 
education. The two prominent possibilities which 
have been outlined are either a one-cent sales tax or 
the adoption of a state lottery. —_— 

In writing letters to Sacramento, the guidelines 
have advised students and faculty to speak out as 
constituents and have stressed that personal needs as 
to why a tuition-free education is important be 
expressed.

The fact that this is a political-action committee criticizing 
someone else for the use of a political-action committee clues one 
in on the innate hypocrisy of these current goings-on. 

When conservative groups used these same tactics in past 
elections, they were justifiably condemned for degrading the 


political process and bringing on a new era of uncontrolled mud- °

Pa y per use computer 
a good idea for SAC 


Computers have infiltrated businesses, educational 
institutions, governmental agencies and are now being installed in 
libraries for the public’s use. The computers are coin-operated. 
The price is $1 for 20 minutes. 

Until a couple of weeks ago, the coin-operated computers were 
restricted to the public library sphere, however, this innovative 
business venture has begun expansion into the collegiate system. 
The college library at Saddleback in nearby Mission Viejo is the 
first to install a coin-operated computer. 

The Micro Timesharing Co. materialized from an idea that 
occurred to Kim Cohan, then 17 years old. 

“I was driving with some friends and we were complaining about 
how expensive computers are,” he told The Register. “We 
thought if we could just sell computer time, we could sell it very 
cheaply.” 

The idea of coin-operated computers must be catching on, for 
Cohan has received inquiries from 450 libraries from San Diego to 
Northern Maine. 

The presence of coin-operated computers in the college 
libraries could prove to be a valuable service to students. It would 
be a natural extension of the libraries’ existing functions as far as 
providing information. It would be an additional information 
system. 

The coin-operated computer appeals to people who cannot 
afford a computer, according to Cohan. And so it seems that the 
concept of selling computer time is a viable alternative in the effort 
to bring computers to everyone. 

At SAC, students enrolled in a computer-involved class can use 
the computer facility free of charge. This opportunity, however, is 
not available to students who do not have such authorization. 

Perhaps Nealley Library can explore the idea of installing coin- 
operated personal computers to its already existing coin- 

‘operated typewriters and Xerox machine. 

Student-run computer programs already in existence could be 

integrated into such a system for library research.

‘who, despite the Depression, raised enough money to 


renovate it and build it into a showplace based on a 
theoretical reconstruction of Shakespeare’s original 
Old Globe in London. 

In 1954 the theatre began holding Summer 
Shakespeare Festivals with Equity professionals 


‘being cast in the major roles. 


During the 1960s, arena workshop productions 
began in the Falstaff Tavern which adjoins the Old 


* Globe. 


This necessitated the construction of a smaller 
theatrical space, so the Cassius Carter Center Stage 
was built in 1969. ; 

A fire set by an unknown arsonist razed the Old 
Globe and its surrounding buildings to the ground in 
1978. 

In June 1979, the Old Globe received a $6 million 
donation-to rebuild by Mrs. Helen Edison in honor of 
her late husband Simon Edison. 

The present 581-seat Old Globe Theatre, the 620- 
seat Outdoor Amphitheatre and the 225-seat Cassius 
Carter Center Theatre were built with the donation. 
The new theatre complex is now called The Edison 
Center for the Performing Arts. 

This year’s Summer Festival starts June 9 and runs 
through Sept. 19. Scheduled to be performed are 
three Shakespeare plays and three comedies by 
various authors.

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Jan Slater will speak on how to market

If you're looking for work, the Orange County 
employment picture may appear downright grim. But there 
are jobs out there — good jobs. According to Jan Slater of 
Coil, Ballback & Slater, a career-management firm, the trick 
is knowing how to search for them. 

She and her partner, Dr. Ann Coil, will be Women’s Week 
participants on campus in mid-March. Their topic is, 
“What’s Happening in the Orange County Job Market and 
Strategies for Marketing Yourself into a New Job.” 

Their formula for landing a good job in a bad job climate is 
to know yourself, know the employment scene and to work 
hard. The partners, all former teachers, have established a 
curriculum for the process. 

Slater, an energetic, fast-talking, positive young woman, 
outlined the techniques at her downtown Santa Ana office. 

“Most people don’t have the nerve I have,” she said, and 
therefore they must be lead through the process “one baby, 
step at a time.” 

A housewife for instance, who may have very little 
knowledge of what Slater calls “the world of work,” would 
start with questions to her husband and her working friends. 
In this first step, Slater advises all her-clients to find out as 


much as possible about any field in which they think they are 
interested. 


Next, the job applicant goes into the environment. Here 
he/she discovers his/her intuitive reaction to it and seeks 
more information, especially contacts. 


One of Slater’s clients, interested in the import/export 
business, went to the Port of Long Beach. Another, an 
interior decorator, surveyed The Furniture Mart in Los 
Angeles. 


Networks are also a mainstay. Slater has compiled alist of 
more than 150 of them in the area. 

Not only do networks have job banks, but applicants who 
attend network functions gather up job cards of people who 
may be of help. The job-seeker informs this potential contact 
that he is very interested in the latter’s employment situation 
and asks to contact him at a later date, at his office. 


This always works, according to Slater, because “no one 
ever turns down an opportunity to talk about himself.” 

Actual job interviews are arranged through the contacts 
made throughout the process. It’s all important, said Slater, 
because employers don’t want to hire strangers. They want 
at least a friend of a friend. Also, only about five percent of 
jobs are found through ads. 

“You can make a career out of looking for a career,” said 
Slater. In her case that’s exactly what happened. 

However, if you prefer that your own job search remain 
somewhat shorter, you can get a few more pointers on 
March 16, when Slater and Coil speak at 1 p.m. in U-204.

Tessmann Planetarium’s new spring show Extra- 
Terrestrials: Where are they? - Are We the Only 
Intelligent Life in the Galaxy? The show begins Feb. 22. 

Dr. Steve Eastmond, astronomy instructor and director 
of the planetarium, and John Goerger, Eastmond’s 
assistant, designed the showing. 

. Eastmond will explore whether or not other intelligent life 
exists in our galaxy. 

“Depending on what formula you use there are two 
solutions to. the question,” Eastmond said. “One proves 
there could be other intelligent life in our galaxy, the other

states we are the most intelligent mammal. We will talk 
about the ranges in our show.” 


According to Eastmond, given the right pianet, the right 
place and the right characteristics around a star, it is 
possible for extra-terrestrials to develop. 

“Of the 3,000 stars the eye can see,” Eastmond said, 
“perhaps five are a candidate. Of course there are other 
candidates, but they are below the level of the eye.” 

Ten new stars are born in the galaxy each year. The 
smaller ones have an opportunity for life to eventually form., 

Eastmond said, “Bigger stars burn out or explode and do 


-not live long enough for life to develop. A star has to be 


around for some time before life is possible.” The show will 
explore these. possibilities. 

The planetarium is named in memory of Jennie Lasby 
Tessmann, a past astronomy instructor at SAC for 30 years. 
It has a 35-foot dome and seats 120, making it the largest in 
Orange County. The nearest planetarium is at Orange 
Coast College, which has a portable unit anda room half the 
size of SAC’s facility. 

The spring show is presented Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings, beginning Feb. 22 at 7:15 p.m. Admission is $1.50 
for adults, 75 cents for children, SAC students and senior 
citizens. Daytime shows are offered by reservation only. Call

SAC track and field coach Al Siddons is hesitant to make 
a long-term evaluation of his team’s upcoming season. 

“It’s still early,” remarked Siddons when asked how the 
squad would do. “But we have some good potential. We 
have some people who should score some points for us.” 

Siddons’ hesitation is understandable. Track and field isa 
peculiar sport in that, although team scores are kept, it relies 
purely on individual performances. The coach knows that 
different athletes peak at different times.Thus, an 
outstanding mark or time early on, may not necessarily 
mean a better one in the future. 

Both the men’s and women’s teams have their first 
conference meet today against Compton. The meet at 
Compton begins at 3 p.m. 

The results of the John Ward Winter Games, which SAC 
hosted and participated in this past Thursday, seemed to 
please Siddons. | 

“We had some good early season marks,” he commented. 

The men’s 400-meter relay team, consisting of Ray 
Nelson, Rod Harmon, Mark Pollard and Zeth Verdun placed 
third with a time of 42.5 seconds. — 

In addition to their efforts on the relay, both Harmon and 
Pollard contributed substantially with versatile solo efforts. 

Harmon was third in the long jump, ran a 10.8 100-meters 
and a 21.9 in the 200. 

Pollard placed third in the 400-meter run with a time of 
42.5, third in the 110-high hurdles runninga 15.5 and also ran 
a leg on the mile relay which placed fourth. 


The women’s team also fared well. Lisa Resh came in 
second in the 800-meter run. Carrie Pope placed third in the 
women’s 100-rmeter hurdles, Cathy Harvey turned in a good 
day’s work with a second in the shot-put and third in the 
discus, while Michelle Keast ran a fast 12.6 in the 100-meters. 

“In the beginning we’re looking to win as many dual meets 
as we can.
